DETAILED ACTION 

This is to acknowledge the receipt of "Amendment after Final" filed on 1/6/201 2. 



Status of Claims 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are cancelled; claim 5 has been amended; and 5, 7, and 8 are 
pending in application. Claim 5 is an independent claim. 



Status of the Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 5, 7, and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Parson et al (US 6,440,359 B1 , thereafter, US'359) in view of 
Ohyama et al (US 6,355,090 B1 , thereafter US'090) is withdrawn in view of the 
Applicant's "Remarks/amendment" filed on 1/6/2012. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 7, and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the instant claims, US'359 teaches an aluminum alloy of composition 
and incidental impurities up to 0.05 each 0.15 total, which can be extruded at high 
speed to provide extruded section which meet T5 and T6 strength requirements. 
Compositions of Si, Mn, S, Cr, Zn, Cu, Fe, and Al taught by US'359 overlap the 
corresponding composition ranges as recited in the instant invention. US'359 also 
teaches the inter-metallic including AI(Fe,Mn)Si. However, US'359 teaches away to

apply more than 0.35wt%Mg in the alloy (refer to Col. 2, lines 59 to 63 and claims 1 , 3, 
and 16 of US'359). The recorded arts do not teach the aluminum with claimed alloy 
composition and AIMnFeSi dispersoid particles formed during homogenization process 
as recited in the instant claims.
